The desk shown here, original to Hope, belonged to Governor Stone. It is a 
mahogany Chippendale style, slant top, with reversed serpentine front 
and ball and claw feet. Made in New England about 1760, it, in all 
probability, could have belonged to his father, Zedekiah Stone who left 
New England to settle in Bertie County. 


Owned by Mrs. John Thompson, who has kindly loaned it to Historic Hope 
Foundation, the desk is now again on display at Hope Plantation. 


The book, shown open on the fall board is originally from Stone’s 
library. The inkwell back of it was donated in memory of Jerry R. Jilcott 
by Mr. and Mrs. John E. Tyler. To the right of it is a brass taper jack for 
sealing wax donated by Matt R. Johnston. The arrangement on the desk 
was made by Mrs. Walter H. Bond. The print above the desk depicts the 
American Revolutionary sea battle between the Bon Homme Richard, 
commanded by John Paul Jones, and the Serapis of the English fleet.

The Hope Mansion has 
received many furnishings donations. The most outstanding of these is 
a superb corner cupboard by the unknown cabinet maker of the Roanoke 
River Valley. It is gratifying that public spirited citizens are supporting 
the efforts of our organization in such a magnanimous manner. 

To assist in its preservation efforts, the Hope Foundation has been 
awarded grants from the North Carolina General Assembly and the 
Historic Preservation Society of North Carolina. These have been match- 
ed by funds from a musical benefit featuring the String Quartet of the 
North Carolina Symphony and a grant from the Belk Tyler Foundation. 

Through the efforts of the Mid-East Commission and the Bertie 
County Board of Commissioners, the Foundation has been able to secure 
the services of an Executive Director, three hostesses and a caretaker. 

This evening the Historic Hope Foundation is sponsoring its fifth bi- 
annual ball to benefit its continued preservation work. Mrs. Joseph H. 
Jenkins is Chairman of this our Governor Stone Bicentennial Ball. She 
and her various committees have done everything possible to make the 
ball most enjoyable for everyone.

An Old-Fashioned Christmas

WINDSOR — No matter how bleak and gray the December days were in colonia! 
times, come Christmas, the interior of a Southern plantation home was full of cheer. 

From the cellar winter kitchen drifted jhe aroma of bubbling hot cider. And the riches 
of the land lay spread in various stages of preparation for the Christmas feast. In one corner 
crisp collards bulged from a basket, on the floor were tubs of irish and sweet potatoes and 
onions, smoked hams and freshly killed game hung from the ceiling and chesinuts for 
roasting filled a flat pan by the fire. 

The sawbuck table in the center of the dimly lit room held boawts cf dried peas, beans, 
bright red cranberries, freshly made noodles, large eggs, fruits and raw broccoli. 

It was nature’s colors that adorned the rnansions for the holidays: the green of pine, 
cedar and boxwood; woodsy hues of nuts, pine cones anc seeds; splashes af red from berries 
and white cotton bursting from bolls. Mantelpieces, chests and the formal dining table were 
decorated with arrangements of greenery and fruits, such as pineapples, pears, apples, 
grapes and lemons.

The beauty of such a simple and natural Christmas celebration is neither lost nor 
locked away in history books. Here in Bertie County close to 100 residents help recreate such 


a yule setting annually at Hope Plantation. 
The stately plantation home of Governor David Stone (1808-1810), situated on 18 acres 


in the midst of farmland, is a blend of Georgian and Federal period styling. Historians say 
the Hope mansion was completed around 1803. 

In just 10 years, the Historic Hope Foundation has acquired the land and house and 
restored the weather-beaten hulk to its picturesque state — authentic even to its pale yellow 


exterior offset by a white two-tiered portico and trim. 
With gifts of authentic period furnishings from many North Carolinians, as well as 


some of the actual furnishings from the governor’s descendants, the Foundation has created 
room settings hat are true to the period. 

The mansion, says Hope Foundation President John E. (Jack) Tyler of Roxobel, is a 
perfect example of a restoration that is not roped off as a showplace; it serves the com- 
munity. 
Last fall a benefit candlelight champagne dinner was held at the mansion. Guests, 
including some state officials, were entertained after dinner by the string quartet of the 
North Carolina Symphony in the second floor ballroom.

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Last Sunday, several hundred Bertie County residents attended Hope’s third annual 
Christmas Open House, which is becoming a seasonal tradition. People eagerly come to 
view the mansion dressed in its Christmas finery and also see recent acquisitions, such as 
furnishings for the Governor’s Bedroom on display for the first time this year. 

Days before the open house, Mrs. Steve R. Burch of Windsor and 40 to 49 velunteers 
had labored to assemble the period decorations, donating both their time and costs invalved. 
Another 40 women would serve as hostesses for the tour. 

The decorators combed the woods in search of greenery, and drove to nearby towns to 
find fruits suitable for decorations — pineapples with pretty shapes, for instance. 

‘In the colonial days there were no fiowers on the table -— rnainty fruit and goodies ta 
eatin silver compotes,”’ explained Mrs. Burch. She has supervised the decorations far thre 
years, and has done considerable research to make sure the decorations are authentic to the 
period.

The pineapple, which then came from the West Indies, was a symbol of hospitality, 


and was a status symbol tosome plantation owners. 
For the formal dining room table Mrs. Norman Perry of Colerain and her assistants 


created a ‘‘Hogarth curve” from a split cedar wreath, magnolia base and fruits, including 
limes, chinaberries, kumquats, nandina berries, pomegranates, grapefruits and others. 

As was the custom in those days, — greenery was used to decorate atop the massive 
paintings and mirrors. In some cases, ivy or pine roping was draped from it. 

Hanging in the archway of the first floor hall is a large cedar kissing ball, a popular 
colonial Christmas custom. 

In all decorations — spotted in some unusual nooks and crannies at Hope, such as in 
library bookshelves — it is natural materials long since forgotten by many modern florists 
that stand out: dried okra, cotton, peach seeds, gum balls, ligustrum berries, and nuts of all 
kinds including peanuts in the shell. 

For one arrangement, Mrs. Burch created color contrast with a technique she had 
seen used in Historic Williamsburg. Magnolia leaves were boiled in water, bleach and lye. 
With a toothbrush, she scrapes them leaving porous, paled leaves. 

Decorating a plantation home is actually not that difficult, she said. ‘“With a lot of 
cedar, pine, magnolia and a few red berries, you can do a lot of decorating,” she said. Holly, 
however, she has found is one of the few natural greenerys that doesn’t last.

The Historic Hope Foundation received in December, 1975 a most out- 
standing gift. This is the donation of the Charles H. Jenkins and Company 
building and lot in the town of Windsor. This valuable property was given 
by Wayland L. Jenkins, Jr. and Mr. and Mrs. Joseph H. Jenkins of 
Auvlander. It was conveyed as a Bicentennial giff as a memorial of their 
uncle the late Charles H. Jenkins. 


Wayland L. Jenkins, Jr. was the first President of Historic Hope Foun- 
dation and now serves as Co-Chairman of the Friends of Hope Com- 
mittee. Mrs. Joseph H. Jenkins is a member of the Board of Directors of 
Historic Hope. Wayland L. Jenkins and his brother Joseph H. Jenkins are 
associated with the Charles H. Jenkins Company in Ahoskie, besides 
having farming and other business interests. 


In 1912, Bertie County’s pioneer in the automobile industry, Charles H. 
Jenkins, started his dealership business in Aulander. The first car was 
sold in 1913 and through the years the company expanded. During his 
lifetime Jenkins, who held twenty-four automobile franchises, six in 
Aulander, six in Ahoskie, two in Windsor, five in Edenton and five in 
Williamston, became one of the largest automobile dealers in the coun- 
try. He died November first, 1958. 


Wayland L. Jenkins, Jr. speaking for the donors, said that he hoped this 
gift coming at the time of our nation’s Bicentennial would encourage 
others to contribute generously to the preservation of our country’s 
heritage. 


This impressive gift will greatly benefit the permanence of the historic 
restoration efforts of the Hope Foundation.

King House Restoration Project 


The William King House, a Bertie County landmark for more than two 
centuries, was deeded to the Historic Hope Foundation in November 1974. 


The house was donated to the Foundation by Mrs. Adelaide B. Jenkins of 
Aulander and Mr. Henry L. Bazemore of Ahoskie in memory of their 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Cling Darden Bazemore. The Bazemore family has 
long been associated with Bertie County. The donors are to be com- 


mended in their public spirited gesture.

The King House, located nine miles fram Windsor, is a one-and-a-half 
story frame structure with brick ends laid in F lemish bond that terminate 
in T-stack chimneys. The house measures forty-two feet wide and 
eighteen feet deep and has a garnbre! roo? penetrated by three dormer 
windows. The date 1763 and the initials “WK’ and “E” are incised in the 
bricks between the upper windows on each side of the house. The initials 
stand for William King and his wife Elizabeth. The house sits on a orick, 
foundation and contains a full basement lighted by wooden grills. The 
interior woodwork is of exceptionally fine quality with raised paneled 
wainscoting. The fireplace wall in the mainroom of the first floor is 
completely paneled, and the fireplace is flanked by built-in cupboards. 
The house is well preserved, and no substantial structural changes have 
been made to the original house. 


The house passed from King family ownership on October 1, 1840, when 
William B. King sold it te Stephen Bazemore. Bazemore, a prosperous 
local farmer, deeded the property to his daughter, Hester M. Bazemore, 
on January 25, 1866. The house afterwards passed from the Bazernore 
family and was held by several owners until if was acquired by Cling 
Darden Bazemore, the late father of Mrs. Jenkins and Mr. Bazermore who 
deeded the house to the Foundation. 


The King House was placed on the Nationa! Register of Historic Places in 
1971. At that time the North Carolina Department of Archives and History 
in its application for the house to be placed on this impressive list of 
historic places stated, ‘’The King house is one of the two known gambrel 
roof houses with brick ends in North Caralina. The fact that its building 
date is known and its fine original interiors are intact mark if as an 
essential element in the interpretation of the development of early North 
Carolina architecture.” 


The Historic Hope Foundation proposes to move the King House to Hope 
Plantation and, after restoration, open it to the public as a house- 
museum. Planning for the King House Restoration Project — including 
relocation, restoration and fund-raising — began in the spring of 1975. 


The 1975 General Assembly of North Carolina appropriated a $25,000 
grant-in-aid for the King House Restoration Project. The appropriation, 
$12,500 each for fiscal years 1975-76 and 1976-77, was made to the Division 
of Archives and History, Department of Cultural Resources which will be 
responsible for administering the grant-in-aid. The Foundation must 
match the state appropriation dollar-for-dollar with non-state funds. 


The King House Restoration Project of ihe Historic Hope Foundation was 
selected as the recipient of the 1975 incentive Grant sponsored by the 
Historic Preservation Society of North Carolina, Incorporated. A check in 
the amount of $600 was presented to John Ex Tyler, President of the 
Historic Hope Foundation, during the annual meeting of the Historic 


Preservation Society in Raleigh on November 6

Governor Stone's Hather 


Revolutionary Patriot 


David Stone was only six years old in 1776 wien the Declaration of 
independence for the United States was signed in Philadelphia. It is only 
natural however that he should have grown up to take an active part in 
the affairs of his state and country. His father, Zedekiah Stone, was an 
ardent patriot of the American Revolution. He advanced the cause of 
freedom on the local and state levels here in North Carolina. From the. 
Journal of the Provincial Congress of North Carolina held at Halifax in 
late 1776 we find the following entry: 


‘‘Resolved, that M. Zedekiah Stone of Bertie 
County be and he is here by appointed a Com- 
missioner to purchase guns for the use of the 
Public. Wednesday December 4, 1776.’ (p. 952) 


Zedekiah Stone was in attendance at this Provincial Congress as a 
delegate from Bertie County. It was this same Provincial Congress which 


ratified the first Constitution for the state of North Carolina on December 
18, 1776.
